PETITION has been filed in the Com- 

panies. Court, London, for the 
compulsory winding up of Messrs, Strauss 
and Co., Ltd., grain importers, of Holland 
House, Bury street, London, E.C., it was 
learned yesterday. 

The firm's general manager in Bombay, 
Mr. H. C. Whitehouse committed suicide 
by jumping from a fourth floor window of 
e Taj Mahal Hotel, Bombay, on Tues- 

ay. 

A notice posted at the Baltic Exchange 
yesterda stated that Messrs. Strauss and 
Co. no Header had the “entree’’ to the 
Exchange. This notice was posted after 
Deloitte Plender Griffiths and Co., char- 
tered accountants, had issued a statement 
to the effect that a petition for the com- 
buieag winding up of the firm had been 


The announcement had a generally dis- 
turbing effect in the London grain. and 
produce markets. 

The sums involved are not precisely 
known, but on the Baltic Exchange it is 
reported that liabilities to other London 
merchants are not large. They are esti- 
mated at under £150,000 in widely 
spread, small commitments. 


LIABILITIES IN LONDON 

The largest individual liability on the 
Baltic is said to be in the neighbourhood 
of £20,000. The principal creditors are 
all substantial firms. Main ‘liabilities 
are those of Indian merchants and banks. 
The. sum of £750,000, partly backed by 
securities, is rumoured as being involved. 

Difficulties are believed to Sues risen 
from dealings in ground nuts, business in 
which has been nominal on the Baltic 
since last Friday, when rumours of diffi- 
culties first circulated. 

Strauss and Co., Ltd., was registered as 
a ‘‘private’’ company in 1915. The 
authorised capital was originally £50,000, 
but it is now £500,000, of which 251,000 
£1 shares have been issued. Shareholders 
at March 7 last, as shown by Somerset 
House returns, were:—Arthur N: An- 
drews (1,000 shares), Alfred H. Hurst 
1,000), Edward <A. Lessing (33,000), 
harles T. S. Mendel (1,000), and Ed- 
ward A. Strauss, M.P. (215,000). 

It is asserted that the company’s losses 
amount to about £1,000,000 in Bombay 
alone. Losses in Calcutta, Lahore, 
Karachi and other places are unknown. 
Those in London are said to amount to 
about £800,000.

THE FRENCH VISIT 


In a leading article today The Times 
remarks: Ministers of the French Republic 
are always welcome visitors. to London, 
and M. Flandin and M. Laval come ata 
moment when a frank discussion between 
friends may consolidate and give fresh 
impulse to a movement towards European 
appeasement, which has shown itself by 
disjointed but unmistakable signs in 
different countries. M. Flandin has many 
personal connections in this country, and 
is shown as a man of action, with an open 
mind and an eye for a good opportunity, 


“while M. Laval has the shrewd sense and 


conciliatory nature of his native Auvergne. 
They come at a critical moment, when it 
seems more than usually necessary that 
statesmen should keep their eyes on the 
main issue, which, in this case, is an accord 
for the limitation of armaments between 
at least the leading countries. of Europe. 
At present each country, quite sincerely, 
denounces competition in armaments, and 
each one is competing. The rivalry 
threatens to extinguish the peer of 
financial recovery and to embitter inter- 
national relations, and the public demands 
everywhere that it should be stopped— 
always, of course, with the proviso that 
national safety must not be endangered 
nor national prestige diminished. But the 

Limitation Convention 
transcends all other issues; for the very 
reason that it would, im itself, be the 
greatest guarantee of security. Implicit 
in it must be the international supervision 
of national armaments, and joint or com- 
mon action against a proved. violator. 
During the last few days it has been noted 
with great anxiety that opinion in Paris 
has been showing signs of cynicism and 
simism, and to the croakers are added 
in every country the political obstruc- 
tionists. who see in every advance towards 
sane internationalism an abandonment of 
national interests. They are at the moment 
the. greatest dangers to the peace of 
Europe.

ELIMINATING THE 
“BLIND ALLEY ” 


VIEWS OF DUBLIN 
BUSINESS MEN

NDUSTRIALISTS and business men 

expressed themselves yesterday as being 
particularly interested in the latest sug- 
gestion of the Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce for codes to govern 
industries in the country. 

Mr. Lemass proposes to introduce legis- 
lation for a-code in each industry. His 
intention is to increase employment in the 
industries concerned and to confine each 
occupation in industry to those persons 
for whom it is most suited, and to 
eliminate “‘blind alley’’ occupations for 
youths. : 

The code system was started in America 
under the National Industrial Recovery 
Act programme, and has met with vary- 
ing success in the industries to which it 
has been applied in that country. 


WHAT CODES MEAN 


One leading personality in [Irish in- 
dustry‘ yesterday told an Irish Timee 
representative that legislation to introduce 
codes would really be an extension of the 
Control of Manufactures Act, 1934, which 
was primarily inspired by the Federation 
of Saorstat Industries. This Act governs 
the external conditions for the establish- 
ment of factories in the Free State, while 
the object of the codes would be to regulate 
the conditions of employment within the 
factories. 

Mr. Mathew Butler, who is Secretary of 
the Federation. of Saorstat Industries, 
welcomed the plan, and commented that 
the Federation, which acts in an advisory 
capacity to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, had been agitating for this 
legislation. 

“We expect,” said Mr. Butler, “‘ that 
the application of codes will have the 
effect of elimniating unequal conditions 
of employment in the various factories 
engaged in the same trade, It will also 
tend to prevent the further growth of the 
least desirable feature of industrialisation 
—the lowering of the workers’ standard of 
living—which the Federation looks upon 
as not being indigenous to the country, but 
an ‘imported’ condition, 

‘“ Generally. speaking” he added, “the 
Federation of Saorstat Industries welcomes 
such . proposal, and anticipates that it 
will go a long way towards carrying out 
the views of the Federation on the indus- 
trial revival.” 


FEAR OF BUREAUCRACY 


An industrialist, who also expressed the 
opinion that the introduction of ‘‘ codes ” 
was " a good idea,” qualified his state- 
ment by suggesting that they might lead 
to too much bureaucracy in industry, 

The Chairman of the National Industrial 
and gne Development Association 
(Mr. H. D. Pearson) said that in the 
introduction oí the codes he felt sure 
employers and men would get a “ square 
deal ” from the Minister íor Industry and 
Commerce. 

“If these codes are instrumental in 
providing more employment we would 
welcome them, Every decent employer 
would like to see the abolition of child 
labour in factories, the employment of men 
in the heavy industries in place of women, 
the pensioning of old employés, better 
working conditions in some factories, and 
shorter working hours without wages 
deductions. 

“ But this state of affairs,” added Mr. 
Pearson, ‘* can only be obtained when every 
firm is compelled to accept the same condi- 
tions by a code. At present most of the 
improvements in conditions of employment 
are forced on employers by the trade 


unions, which, of course, should not be 
necessary.” 


A DIFFICULT MATTER 


Mr. Edgar Anderson, President of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, said he 
hesitated to make any comments in the 
absence of details regarding the proposed 
legislation, 

“ The matter is a very difficult one,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ owing to the varying nature 
of the problems in the industries which it 
will affect. I welcome the proposal of the 
Minister to consider business interests 
before he takes action, because this is a 
principle for which the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce has been constantly pressing 
since the establishment of the Free State. ' 


BARGAINING FOR WAGES 


Several other business men who discussed 
the codes with an Irish Times representa- 
tive wanted to know whether “ collective 
bargaining ” for wages in the industries to 


be governed by the codes would be part of 


Mr. Lemass’s scheme. In view of the fact 
that Conciliation Boards are already in 
existence for two important industries in 
the Free State, and Trade Boards regulate, 
to some extent, a number of ‘others, it is 
believed that the “ bargaining.’’ will come 
under existing . industrial legislation, 


although it may be modernised under the 
code system.

R. EDGAR ANDERSON, M.A. 

B.A.I., the President, who presided 
at the annual meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, asked 
the members to assist a special Sub- 
Committee which has been set up to 
furnish a statement of evidence to the Free 
State Banking Commission. 

‘‘ In spite of many pronouncements from 
authoritative quarters,’ said the Presi- 
dent, “it is insufficiently realised by the 
people of this country that they have at 
the moment an entirely separate currency 
from Great Britain. Neither the British 
Government nor the Bank of England have 
any control whatever over the issue of Irish 
Free State currency. 

“T think also there is a great deal of 
misapprehension of the functions of a 
Central Bank. Such an institution is not 
miraculously. endowed with unlimited 
funds to lend to the public at a low rate 
of interest. It would not deal with the 
public at all.” 

THE SENATE 

The necessity tor a Second Chamber, 
which was referred to in a resolution which 
asked the Government to set up a Com- 
mission to consider the form of a reconsti- 
tuted Second Chamber of the Oireachtas, 
passed by the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce, was mentioned by the President 
when he recalled the fact that the Govern- 
ment introduced in the Senate twenty-one 
amendments to its own Irish Nationality 
and Citizenship Bill ; showed the necessity 
for a Second Chamber to revise hurried 
legislation. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES 


WHERE THE DAIL IS LOSING 
CONTROL 


“ The trouble caused by the unsatisfac- 
tory working of the import licence system 
might,” the President continued, '“' have 
been obviated if various interests had been 
consulted before the duties were imposed. 

“ Two such important organisations, as 
the Chamber of Commerce and the Federa- 
tion of Irish Industries, representing thé 
business community of the Saorstat, 
having expressed the same opinion, perhaps 
the Government will consider favourably 
the appointment of the Advisory Council 
of business men for which the Chambers 
of Commerce have been agitating ever since 
the formation of the Irish Free State. 

“The passing of Enabling Acts which 
leave the legislative details in the hands 
of Ministers or their Dpartments, and the 
imposing of Customs duties under the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, have 
the far-reaching effect that the Dail is 
steadily losing contro] over both legis- 
lation and texation. While the people's 
representatives in the Dail are thus losing 
control, the restrictions on the economic 
liberty of the people whom the Dail repre- 
sents are increasing rapidly, and with a 
cumulatively restrictive effect on industry 
and commerce. 


THE SHIP OF STATE 


“ IT am not making an attack upon the 
Government. Other countries are ex- 
periencing the same phenomena. Many 
of the restrictions which cause such bitter 
complaints are practically enforced.on us 
by external events over which we have no 
control. I am merely recording these 
facts to show in what direction we are 
going and to suggest again that the 
enormous responsibility of steering the 
ship of State through the troubled waters 
of the next few years should be shared 
by the Government of the day with the 
Advisory Council of business men to which 
I have already referred. 

“ Mr. de Valera, at University College 
recently, drew attention to the difficulty 
of planning th economic fabric. Hé also 
said that ‘they wanted workers and 
employers to regard each other as brothers 
working in a complementary way for the 
good of the nation.’ 

“ May I suggest that the Government 
include itself in such brotherhood, and 
I assure him that, on behalf of this 
Chamber—and in this case I think I can 
speak on behalf of the other Chambers 
in the Irish Free State—we again offer 
him, as head of the Government, our co- 
operation as we have always offered the 
Government of the day our assistance ever 
since we first an Advisory 
Council. | 


ENTERPRISE PENALISED 


“The world depression following she 
Great War has not vet wholly lifted, and 
the derhand for protection arises, we may 
suppose, as a panacea for unemployment. 
Tariffs are imposed in order that the 
nationals may be driven to purchase, as 
far as possible, evervthing that may be 
required within the particular territory— 
thus to become self-supporting and self- 
contained. 

“There is, unfortunately, everywhere a 
growing tendency to curtail individual 
enterprise, to penalise private initiative, 
and to suppress economic freedom. In the 
old ‘landlord days’ a tenant who im- 
proved his holding was subjected to the 
burden of a higher rent. Are we tending 
to arrive at the same position with regard 
to trade? Are we tending to the de- 
moralising position in which business 
organisations, built up by ‘foresight and 
ability, by the economic use of capital, 
and by sound practical methods, are to be 
burdened and taxed in order to subsidise 
concerns of, less worthy nature? 

“Why not encourage those who have 
proved their merits to make further efforts 
in the direction of expansion, with the 
ultimate result of better employment 
economic use of capital, and greater 
wealth to the nation?

IMPORTANCE OF PHOSPHATES

The importance of phosphates as a fertilis- 
ing agent was mentioned by Mr, J. W. Parkes, 
M.8c., F.1.C., in a paper presented to the 
Instituts of Chemistry of Great Britain and 
Ireland (Irish Free State Section) at a meet- 
ing in the Chemistry Department, . Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, yesterday. 

hosphates, he said, are the most widely 
used of all fertilisers, for they are relatively 
inexpensive, and there are few soils which 
do not respond to their application. They 
favour and quicken the growth of clover and 
leguminous plants and increase the feeding 
quality of the herbage, so that their applica: 
tion to grass lands and pasturages provides 
the farmer with one of the cheapest and best 
means of increasing the cattle-carrying capa- 
city of his land. Phosphates are essential 
to the growth of all root crops, such as beet, 
turnips, swedes and mangels, and tuberous 
crops like potatoes. Used on oats and 
barley, phosphates increase the proportion of 
grain to straw and hasten maturity. Modern 
intensive methods of farming and atock- 
raising deplete the land of phosphoric acid 
and other elements rapidly, and the loss must 
be made good by means of fertilisers,
